W a s h i n g t o n , January 2 5 th .— The arm a­ 
m ent of the cruiser Charleston is com­ 
pleted at the W ashington gun-factorv, and 
th e guns are in readiness to be sent to the 
proving ground at Annapolis, and as soon 
as tested they will be shipped to San Fran­ 
cisco. The Mohegan will carry out two 
new breech-loading steel rifles, for the V an­ 
dalia at Samoa. 
It appears, from a report made by the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, that 
th e work of building big guns is progress­ 
ing at a mure rapid rate than was ex­ 
pected. The contract made with the B eth­ 
lehem Iron Company by the Navy D epart­ 
m ent was for forging for fifty six-inch, six 
eight-inch, twenty-one ten'inch and two 
twelve-inch guns. The delivery of the 
forgings was to beein, under the terms of 
the contract, in February, 1890, but the 
com pany has made such progress that de­ 
liveries will begin sometime next March. 
The report of the 
committee 
sa y s: 
“ There are also on hand, finished, at the 
W ashington yard, six 6-inch guns and 
three 10 inch guns, besides eight 6-inch 
guns about seven-eighths completed. The 
annual capacity of theyaid, it is estimated, 
will be at the rate of twenty-five 6 inch 
and twelve 12-inch guns. The plant is to 
be fitted to manufacture as high as 16 inch 
guns. W e are also constructing guns by 
contract at the South Boston Iron W orks 
and We3t Point Foundry—at present six at 
each place, to be completed in July and 
A ugust of the present year. The guns 
m ade at the navy yard have so far been 
som ew hat cheaper than those furnished by 
contract. 
The tests to which our new guns 
have been subm itted show them to be 
equal to any made at the long-established 
w orkshops in Europe.” 


T H E S A M O A N Q U E S T IO N .

V ie w s o n t h e S u b je c t. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 25th.—The State 
D epartm ent officials say that no additional 
news has been received respecting Samoan 
affairs. Secretary W hitney denies the re­ 
port that negotiations for the purchase of 
Pacific Mail steamships are in progress. 
Representative Morrow, who is the Chair­ 
m an of the sub-committee of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, intends to 
call his committee together next week. He 
says that his views on Samoan affairs are 
positive, and have been known through a 
resolution introduced by him in the House 
at the last session. The status quo at the 
tim e the representatives of the United 
States, Germany and England met, he says, 
m ust be restored, and this would necessi­ 
tate the replacement of King Malietoa in 
the position from which he was sc unjustly 
removed by the German agents and sent to 
th e M arshall Island. This step, Mr. Mor­ 
row insisted, m ust be prelim inary to any 
further negotiations on the subject. 


D I D N O T P R O T E S T . 


E n g l a n d I n f o r m e d f r o m t h e S t a r t a s to 
G e r m a n ; 'g I n te n tio n s . 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 25th.—It is the 
im pression in diplomatic circles that the 
convention entered into between Germany. 
England and the United States, at the con­ 
ference in 1887. served a twofold parpóse 
on the part of Germany and England. It 
was done for the express purpose of dis­ 
tracting attention from Samoa, and when 
Secretary Bayard positively refused to com- 
f 
>ly with the demand of Germany for abso- 
ute control of these islands, the m atter 
was supposed to rest upon the independent 
autonom y of Samoa. A German fleet, how­ 
ever, sailed for the islands and im m edi­ 
ately commenced to usurp authority there. 
T his step was not, it seems, unadvised. 
England knew all about it, and Lord Sack- 
ville, then Minister Resident, is said to 
have advised the step. That such an agree­ 
m ent or understanding was known in ad­ 
vance of the conference is shown by the 
fact that no protest was entered by Eng­ 
land. 
If such had been the case the Ger­ 
m an flee: would never have been allowed 
to rem ain at Samoa twenty-four hours. 


T H E T E R R I T O R I E S . 


A B e l ie f T h a t t h e O m n ib u s B ill C a n n o t 
b e P a s s e d . 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 25th.—The House 
bill for the ac.mission as States of North 
and South Dakota. Montana, W ashington 
and New Mexico has been referred to a 
sub committee of the Senate Committee on 
Territories. 
After a long meeting of the 
com m ittee to-day one of its members said 
that the House bill could never pass in its 
present shape. H e said: 
‘'The attempt, 
in a general bill of this character, to pro­ 
vide for the local necessities of the different 
Territories seems to have been such a fail­ 
ure as that if any State might come in un­ 
der its provisions it would be unable, even 
in Court, to ascertain w hat its rights are. 
Every Territory 
possesses unique local 
features and necessities, and an attem pt to 
put them all in one bill does not appear to 
have been a great success. As the bill now 
stands, it is probably the most complicated 
and most difficult to interpret and adm in­ 
ister that ever passed either House of Con­ 
gress. 
If we are to pass it the measure 
m ust be corrected materially, and it has 
been referred to a sub-committee, w ith in ­ 
structions to see if its inconsistencies can 
be harmonized so that we can recommend 
its passage.” 


C O N G R E S S IO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


I n t h e S e n a te . 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 25th. — Senator 
Gibson of Louisiana, who had printed in 
the Record of Thursday a speech that he 
did not deliver in the Senate, explained 
the same, and asked that he be given per­ 
m ission to correct it. 
Senator Chandler asked for the reading 
o f the original rem arks made by Gibson, 
as shown by the stenographer’s notes, 
w hich was done. Chandler then com­ 
m ented upon the rem arks inserted in the 
Record by Gibson, which he did not de­ 
liver on the floor. 
The credentials of Callora, re-elected to 
the Senate from Illinois, were presented. 
The Senate passed a bill for the establish­ 
m ent of new lightships and fog signals off 
Nantucket, Mass., and Sandy Hook. New 
Y ork. 
On motion of Allison, it was agreed that 
the Senate insist upon its am endm ents to 
the tariff bill, and ask a conference with 
the House on the bill and amendm ents. 
The House bill passed extending the 
am ount of foreign exchange money orders 
from $50 to $100. 
The report of the Commissioners of the 
Public Schools of U tah was received and 
ordered printed. 
A letter from the Secretary of the Interior 
was read, stating in response to the Senate 
resolution, that there is nothing on the file 
of the department to show what part the 
citizens of W ashington Territory and Idaho 
took in the volunteer service to suppress 
the Nez Perce war. 
The Senate passed with amendments the 
pension and military academy appropria­ 
tion bills. 
After the appropriation bills were dis­ 
posed of, Senator Sherman called up his 
bill to prohibit trusts. 
Messrs. Sherman and Reagan spoke in 
favor of the bill and various amendments 
were proposed. 
At the expiration of the morning hoar 


the bill went over w ithout action and the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill was 
taken up. 
The bill for the suppression of trusts was 
discussed for some time, and a num ber of 
am endm ents offered and agreed upon. 
Sherm an said, in speaking on an am end­ 
ment, that the provisions of the bill went 
as far as the power of Congress couid ex­ 
tend. 
The bill went over, under ¡he rules, to 
give precedence to the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill, which was passed after 
adopting, among other amendments, one 
appropriating 
$200,000 
for a 
National 
Zoological Park. 
A considerable num ber of calendar bills 
were passed, including m any private pen­ 
sion bills. The Senate then went into ex­ 
ecutive session, and confirmed the nom ina­ 
tions oí m any Surgeons of the navy. 
I n t h e H o u n e . 


W a s h in g to n , January 25tb.—The H oute 
considered the sundry civii appropriation 
bill. The amendm ent was agreed to pro­ 
viding $6 000 for a telegrapii to connect 
Tillamook Rock, Or., with the m ainland. 
A favo-able report was made on the bill 
granting to the Astoria and South Coast 
Railway Company the right to construct a 
bridge across Toungs bay, county of Clat­ 
sop. Or. 
The m ilitary appropriation bill, carrying 
$24.000,000 was reporled. 
The sundry civil bill occupied the House 
all the afternoon. An am endm ent was of­ 
fered appropriating $150,000 to enable the 
Geological Survey to make a survey of the 
arid regions of the United States and ascer­ 
tain to w hat extent land can be reclaimed 
by irrigation. Symes of Colorado, with 
the aid of a large map, around which many 
members gathered, proceeded to explain 
the lay of the land and the location of the 
arid spots. The discussion had proceeded 
but a few m inutes when, under a previous 
agreement made by Randall, who 
has 
charge of the bill, the committee arose and 
th e matter went over until to morrow. 
The Senate tariff bill was not referred to 
the committee to-day, the Speaker evidently 
fearine a struggle, and holding it over un ­ 
til to-morrow. 
At the evening session the House passed 
twenty-nine private pension bills, and at 
10 o'clock a d j o n r n°H n o til to-morrow.

I s d i a n a p o l i s January 25th.—Insurance 
Agent Moore s defalcation caused a sensa­ 
tion this m orning when it became generally 
known that no steps had yet been taken to 
arrest him or seize upon his property. 
Vice-President Abbot of the insurance 
company is here with an expert. Moore 
made a brief statem ent this afternooD. say­ 
ing his liability to the company is over half 
a million of dollars, and that he does not 
intend to run away nor commit suicide. 
H e is behind in his accounts with several 
other companies, one of which is the F ire­ 
m en’s Fund of Calitornia. 


H E TELLS H IS STORY. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , January 25th.—A reporter 
succeeded this evening in interviewing 
Mr. Moore. H e said the depositors in his 
bank would not suffer. 
H e stated that he 
had turned over to the Connecticut Mutual 
property worth $200,000. 
W hen asked if 
he knew w hat course the officers of the 
company would pursue, he said : “ I have 
uo idea of their plans. 
I am simply wait­ 
ing for developments, and am entirely in 
their hands. I want it understood that I 
have rem ained here to face the conse­ 
quences of my acts of rnj' own accord. 
I 
had plenty of lime to leave the country and 
save myself completely, but I decided to 
stay right here." 
Moore stated that his troubles dated back 
to 1880. “ In 1879,” said he, “ a law was 
passed prohibiting 
foreign corporations 
from bringing suit in the Federal Courts. 
That destroyed my business. For two or 
three years I did nothing at all, and be­ 
came very despondent. Just before that 
I had gone into bankruptcy, and an inti­ 
m ate 
friend, who had 
indorsed my 
paper, was a heavy loser. 
I always 
considered that I was in honor bound to 
repay him , and it was in the attem pt to do 
this that my present troubles really began. 
I had loaned great sums of money for the 
company I represented, taking real estate 
as security. After the panic borrowers 
were unable to pay off their mortgages, and 
the property fell back into our hands. 
It 
had depreciated greatly in value, and was 
naturally run down and in very bad re­ 
pair. I saw the company losing thou­ 
sands 
of dollars on 
investments that 
bad been made on m y judgm ent. 
All 
these things piled upon me. and as time 
passed on grew more and more burden­ 
some. I was beset on every side and felt 
bound to do something to relieve myself, 
and yet there was nothing that I could do. 
At this point I went to New York and be­ 
gan to speculate in stocks. 
I had fair suc­ 
cess, tóo, and made some money, but when 
I came back I bad lost my head, and every­ 
thing went wrong.” 
Moore declined to say how m uch he had 
lost in stock speculations. It is obvious 
that his irregularities with the company 
have existed for years, yet nothing had 
been done by the company until now. 


A D E N Y E R S C A N D A L .

D e n v e r , January 25th.—Charges of brib­ 
ery and corruption against members of the 
City Council and Board of Alderm en are 
published in the daily papers of this city, 
and an unusual am ount of excitem ent has 
been created over the alleged exposure. 
The charges are made by well-known citi­ 
zens, and it is claimed that the Aldermen 
have repeatedly been paid from $200 to $300 
each for their assistance in securing the 
granting of liquor licenses.

Alluding 
to the prospects of the passage by the Leg­ 
islature of the Yell bill, which provides for 
the appointm ent of officers for city govern­ 
ments, where vacancies exist, the speaker 
said :

other, unfortunately, is dishonest. The 
honest legislator will naturally reflect this 
wise: 
‘Your city has issued "these bonds, 
and they have been taken up by innocent 
purchasers in good faith. They" constitute 
a just debt against your city. "Why, then, 
do you not do something toward paying 
them ?’ ” 
The speaker disfavored any ex­ 
pression by the meeting of its willingness 
to pay a single dollar of the bonds, but 
favored the appointm ent of a committee to 
ascertain for w hat am ount the surrender of 
the bonds can be secured. 
If the am ount 
should prove satisfactory, all right; if not, 
then fight them in the Legislature and the 
Courts. 
A committee of five was accordingly 
elected by the meeting for such purpose, 
consisting of Judge E. W illiams, H . S. 
Morey, A. Mierson. Jam es Blair and H . S. 
Robinson.

THE WORK»» 0 / LOCAL OPTION 
IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


The Various Methods for Reducing 
the Drinlt Evil—High License 
to the Fore. 


In a letter to an Eastern journal Frank 
Foxcraft says upon this subject: 
The Massachusetts system of regulating 
the liquor tratlic is ordinarily described as 
a license system. It would be more exact 
to say that it is a prohibitory system, 
which relaxes locally into a license law 
when the qualified voters of any city or 
town so determine. 
Annually, in the 
towns at the spring “town meetings,” and 
in the cities at the municipal elections in 
December, the voters are required to an­ 
swer “Yes” or “No” to the question, 
“Shall licenses lie granted for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in this town ?” If a 
majority of them vote in the negative, 
that settles the question for a year from 
the first of May following. The prohibi­ 
tion is abolute, except as regards the li­ 
censing of druggists, which rests in the 
discretion of the local authorities. If a 
majority of the votes cast answer “ Yes,” 
then licenses may be granted in that city 
or town; but, even in this case, the local 
authorities have a wide discretion, and 
may refuse to grant licenses in spite of a 
popular verdict in favor of license. It is 
rare that this course is taken, but in the 
city of Haverhill this year the Board of 
Aldermen refused to license any appli­ 
cants, although the vote of the city, by a 
small majority, had been cast in favor of 
that system. In general, it may be said 
that in Massachusetts the saloon doors 
optn, in any city or town, only as the 
voters vote them open. 
The annual recurrence of this question, 
put point-blank to the voters, unincum­ 
bered with any issues of parties or candi­ 
dates, gives an interesting opportunity to 
study the fluctuations of public sentiment 
with reference to the regulation of the 
liquor traffic. Some communities vibrate 
back and forth between license and no­ 
license, with something of a pendulum 
movement. Some appear to be governed 
by caprice, while others maintain a given 
policy steadily from year to year. The 
fluctuations in the vote are caused some­ 
times entirely by local conditions, such as 
the effective or ineffective enforcement of 
the law; and, again, they are of a general 
character, and point to some marked 
change in the feeliug of the people. This 
year the votes of the cities under the local 
option law at the elections on the 4th and 
11th of December are of peculiar interest, 
as illustrating the effect upon the system 
of (1) a high license law, enacted, but not 
yet in force, and (2) an approaching vote 
on the question of constitutional prohibi­ 
tion.The twenty-five cities exhibit a change 
in the aggregate vote from a license ma­ 
jority of 11,230 in 1887 to a majority on 
the same side of 30,270 in 1888. Does this 
point to a change of public sentiment in 
favor of the licensed saloon? Is the “anti- 
saioon” feeling in Massachusetts declining? 
A superficial examination of the returns 
would suggest an affirmative answer to 
these questions; and that answer is, in fact, 
given with a good deal of positiveness and 
unconcealed satisfaction in certain quar­ 
ters. But a more careful scrutiny of the 
results makes against this solution of the 
problem. There are local conditions first 
to be considered. 
The cities carried 
against license last year, and lost this year, 
are Lawrence, Fitchburg, Chelsea" and 
Woburn. Lawrence is a manufacturing 
city, which voted against license in 1887 
in one of those gusts of popular resent­ 
ment against the arrogance of the saloon 
interests which occasionally interrupt the 
established policy even in our large cities. 
License is the normal condition of Law­ 
rence; no license was an exceptional 
episode. 
In Chelsea and Fitchburg, 
inadequate enforcement of the law, 
with no organized public sentiment behind 
it, caused a small no-license majority in 
1887 to be changed into an adverse major­ 
ity this year. In both cities it is the 
same familiar story of communities which 
let things drift and accomplish reforms, if 
at all, only by spasms. 
Woburn is a 
small city which, as a town, acquired the 
pendulum habit of voting upon this ques­ 
tion. In 1886 it was carried for license; 
in 1887, against it; at the town meeting 
last spring, for it—and its first vote as a 
city only reaffirms its action of last spring. 
Gloucester is the one city carried by the 
saloons last year, and wrested from them 
this year. The majority was not large 
either time, but the no-license sentiment 
was strengthened this year by the moral 
effect produced by the course of the Mayor 
chosen a year ago, who resigned his office 
rather than affix his signature to a li­ 
cense. 
So much for local causes. Now as to 
the general conditions which affected the 
result. The effect of the largely increased 
registration of a Presidential year, which 
is always more or less prejudicial to the 
local-option vote, and the confusion inci­ 
dent to a new method of taking the vote, 
need not be dwelt upon. The chief gen­ 
eral causes were, first, the fact that a 
prohibitory amendment has passed one 
Legislature, is reasonably certain to pass 
that just chosen, and in that case will be 
submitted to the vote of the people next 
year ; and, secondly, the fact that new high- 
license and limitation laws take effect next 
May. The working of these new influ­ 
ences was curious. Under the new system 
license will be limited, in Boston, to the 
ratio of one to each five hundred of the 
population, and, outside of Boston, to the 
ratio of one to each one thousand of the 
population, and the fee for every first-class 
saloon license is fixed at $1,000. The ap­ 
plication of this system will throw out 
at once one-half or two-thirds of the 
saloons 
now 
licensed 
in 
Boston 
and other large cities. A considerable 
part of the no-license vote in Boston and 
other cities is cast ordiuarilv by men who 
do not believe that prohibition can be 
effectively enforced in large communities, 
but who have voted “ No ” because that 
was the only way in which they could ex­ 
press their hostility to the saloons. This 
class of men saw, or believed that they 
saw, in the new high license and limita­ 
tion legislation a more effective weapon 
against the saloons, which should, they 
agteed, at least be given a fair trial. They 
were helped to this conclusion by reports, 
which gained extensive credence, that 
many saloon-keepers in Boston, and per­ 
haps in other cities, were organizing to 
vote no-licensc—first, because they did 
not expect to be able to get license under 
the new conditions, and would be better 
off’ if all other dealers were similarly sit­ 
uated, and, secondly, In-cause they thought 
that by creating demoralization in 
Boston, and demonstrating the impos­ 
sibility of enforcing no-license there, 
they would make votes against the 
prohibitory amendment. This reasoning 
was plausible, and the proposed strategy 
was intelligible. Whether the programme 
was ever sincerely entertained or not no 
one knows. At all events, it was not car­ 
ried out. The saloon interests voted with 
their usual solidity, and they were rein­ 
forced by a considerable numlier of high 
license men and others who wanted to give 
the new legislation a trial, or who rea­ 
soned that the reported change of front on 
the part of the saloons called for a corre­ 
sponding change on their part. In cor­ 
roboration of this view of the causes at 
work, the fact is to be noticed that in the 
four cities of Boston, Lawrence Lynn and 
Lowell, the net increase of the licence vote 
amounted to 15,505, which represents more 
than four-fifths of the total net increase. 
One other fact deserves to be noticed; 
via., that, with the exception of Glouces­ 


ter to which allusion has already been made, 
Brockton and Cambridge were the only 
municipalities outside of those steady-go­ 
ing no-license cities, Newton, Somerville, 
Malden and Quincy, which were held this 
year for no-license. In the four cities just 
named the saloon interests have been so 
steadily beaten that they have lost heart, 
and no longer make any attempt at a 
fight. 
Brockton and Cambridge both in­ 
creased their no-license majorities, and the 
explanation in both cases is the same : a 
good enforcement of the law, an organized 
public sentiment behind it, and a strong 
fight to hold it. In Cambridge the con­ 
test was of much the same character as 
that of last year, recently described 
in the Christian Union. 
A citizens’ com­ 
mittee organized the campaign on lec- 
ognized political principles; contested the 
registration with the enemy; opened head­ 
quarters, employed clerks and canvassers, 
made a house-to-house canvass of the vot­ 
ers, and published a paper called The 
Frozen Truth, which was sent by mail to 
all of the ten thousand voters on the list, 
and gave them precise information as to 
the results of the system. Diminished 
arrests for drunkenness, a marked falling 
off in crimes or violence, increased depos­ 
its in savings banks, a lower tax-rate, a 
large increase in the valuation of the city, 
and strong corroborative personal testi­ 
mony as to good results by local employers, 
business men, and physicians, were some of 
the points made in The Frozen Truth. 
Meanwhile, every Protestant clergyman in 
the city, and two Catholic priests, signed a 
strong appeal to the citizens and joined in 
union meetings in the churches and in 
public halls, culminating in eight great 
meetings held in different 
p ar-., of 
the 
city 
on 
the 
Sunday 
night 
before 
the 
election. 
The 
contest 
at the polls was hot and stubborn. 
The two Catholic priests referred to— 
Fathers Scully and Mundv—wore no­ 
license badges, and visited the precincts in 
their wards, and Catholics and Protestants 
worked side by side at the voting places. 
The result was that this city of 60,000 in­ 
habitants was carried for the third time 
against the saloons. Thereupon the church 
bells were rung, Father Scully’s first of all, 
and an impromptu jubilee meeting was 
held in the hall of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, in which the two 
Catholic priests participated. Afterward 
the liquor interests petitioned for a re­ 
count, and employed counsel, hoping to 
reduce or demolish the adverse majoritv. 
When the recount thus obtained increased 
the no-license majority from 423, as at first 
announced, to 644, the temperance people 
felt like having a second jubilee. 
The Massachusetts high license law 
lacks some of the stringent features of the 
system which has worked so well in Penn­ 
sylvania. How it will operate is a prob­ 
lem. This year’s vote, however, indicates 
that if it works fairly well, it will increase 
the license vote in cities like Boston, 
where the enforcement of no license is re­ 
garded as impracticable. In Cambridge 
the high license sentiment is naturally 
strong; but the good results of no license 
there are so numerous and patent that the 
voters are not likely to be beguiled into 
making experiments. 
A few saloons, 
relatively, may be better than many; but 
Cambridge people are persuaded that it is 
better to have none. 


MENTAL SCIENCE. 


THE NERVOUS SYSTEM AND ITS 
FUNCTIONS. 


The Brain and Sociability—Crime a 
Form of Parasitism Among 
Human Communities. 


RIPE OLD AGE. 
A Woman Who Eojojs Her Pipe at 111 
Years of Life. 
In all probability the oldest person in 
Ohio who can show an indisputable record 
of her age is Mrs. Margaret Arnold, who 
lives with her son, Henry Arnold, three 
miles south of Paneoatburg, Fayette 
county, O. She was born in Augusta 
county, Va., on the 4th of July, 1777, just 
one year after the signing of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. Her maiden name 
was Margaret Kiser. She had two sisters 
and six brothers, her brothers all being 
dead. Her sisters are still living, one in 
Iowa and one in Dakota. They, too, are 
remarkable for their age, one of them be­ 
ing 107 years old and the other 109, and 
both are in good health. 
Mrs. Arnold was married in 1802, and 
was the mother of five children, all of 
whom are dead except two sons, her son 
Henry, with whom she lives, being 76 
years. She came to Ohio from Virginia 
in 1817, residing here ever since, except 
twenty-eight years she spent in Illinois. 
A few days ago your correspondent visited 
Mrs. Arnold at her home, and found her 
enjoying her pipe. About four years ago 
she got a fall, and has not been able to 
talk any since. She can see but very little 
and her hearing is not good, the last work 
she did being to knit a pair of socks for a 
grandson. 
The old lady spends a portion of her 
time in bed, but the most of it in her rock­ 
ing chair, smoking her pipe, which she 
seems to enjoy to a high degree. She is 
unable to converse with anyone, and can 
recognize no one except Mrs. James 
Brooks, her granddaughter. 
Notwithstanding her remarkable age, 
she has a good appetite and enjoys good 
health, having been sick but very little 
during her lifetime. She has always been 
a great worker, and her greatest trouble 
now is that she cannot work, but has to be 
waited uj>on. 
Mrs. Arnold was a member of the New 
Light Church for many years, but forty 
years ago she united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church at New Holland, O., 
where she still retains her membership. 
The combined age of the three sisters is 
328 years, or an average of 109$ years 
each. It is said the old ladies all sinoke 
tobacco. This is another strong argument 
against the excessive use of the weed. If 
they did not use tobacco how long might 
they live ? One can scarcely realize when 
in the presence of the old lady that she 
has passed through so much of the event­ 
ful history of our nation. Until within the 
last few months Mrs. Arnold could relate 
many interesting and exciting incidents 
that occurred during the latter part of the 
last century and the early part of the nine­ 
teenth century, but her declining strength 
has forever blotted from her memory the 
events of long ago. 


A Bog In the Ear. 
If you get a bug in the ear. drown him 
out and lie quick about it, too. Writers 
say when a bug gets in the ear, do not be 
frightened, but drown him with oil or warm 
water. There is no philosopher, remarks 
Dr. J. Herbert Claiborne, Jr., in the Med­ 
ical Classicx, who could sit unmoved with a 
bug or a fly stamping a tattoo upon his ear­ 
drum. Yes, lie frightened for it will facili­ 
tate your movements. Sweet oil is per­ 
haps the best thing to keep him from mov­ 
ing—that is the first eonsideratuiu. The 
oil, by its thick consistence, will so entan­ 
gle and bedraggle his legs and wings that 
the intolerable noise will be stopped. If 
oil lie not at hand use any liquid that is 
not iioisonous or corrosive. Water will 
probably be within reach of everv one. 
This is also more liable to float him out, 
too, than either sweet oil or glycerine. It 
has been suggested to blow tobacco smoke 
; into the ear to stupify the insect. We 
i cannot indorse this advice; tobacco smoke 
j blown into the ear of a child has been 
known to cause alarming symptoms. When 
the movements of the intruder have been 
arrested, syringe the ear gently with warm 
water. All manner of insects and bugs 
have been found in the ear, but you can 
never tell in a given case who the rude 
caller is that is knocking at the door of 
your brain till vou have him out. 


“ Brain and Sociability” is the title of 
an address delivered at the Congress of 
German Naturalists of this year, by Pro­ 
fessor Theodore Meynert, whose works on 
the nervous system have given him a 
world-wide reputation. Like much that 
he writes, it contains many digressions, 
and in particular enters into details con. 
cerning the nature of instinct. The por­ 
tion of the address most germane to the 
title is here reproduced in abstract. 
The struggle for existence has its origin 
in the tendency of organisms to multiply 
indefinitely. Sociability consists in the 
moderation of this strife ; in the more or 
less conscious resolve of a certain portion 
of the animal kingdom to live and let live. 
The Hindoo philosophy attempts to em­ 
brace the entire animal law under such a 
law, but this is practically impossible. The 
Christian ideal of a single brotherhood of 
man is realizable, because it includes but 
one animal species. Such communities 
confined to one species, or still more fre­ 
quently to one society, are to be seen in the 
animal world. The organized troops of 
elephants,the communities of ants and bees, 
illustrate it abundantly. With what kind 
of psychic or physiological activity to con­ 
nect these manifestations is a question ca­ 
pable of various answers. One finds it 
difficult to draw the line separating the 
conscious from the unconscious, the de­ 
signed from the instinctive, the voluntary 
from the reflex. It is somewhat less hope­ 
less to arrange organisms by means 
of an anatomical comparison of their nerv­ 
ous systems. This would not coincide with 
the zoological scale throughout; for the 
Amphioius, though a vertebrate, has al­ 
most no brain. By the classification here 
adopted, the ant and the bee would stand 
high in the scale. In man the cortical 
organ is situated to one side, the reflex 
organs to the other side, of the base of the 
cranium ; and the ganglia furnishing com­ 
munication with the organs of sense are 
between. In the same way in the inverte­ 
brates the ganglia anterior to the (esopha­ 
geal arch are subordinate to those posterior; 
they plav the role of higher and lower 
brain, and have the same significance as vol­ 
untary and reflex action have in the verte­ 
brates. In the ants, according to Forel, the 
greater the intelligence of the animal, the 
more developed are these ganglia. Passing 
upward from the leech to the water-beetle 
(Dvtiscus), to the ant, one passes to a nerv­ 
ous system in which the inferior cerebral 
ganglia are larger than the superior, to 
one in which they are equal, to one in 
which the superior gains the ascendancy. 
Forel finds among ants that these ganglia 
are much reduced in the incapable males, 
a little larger in the females and well de­ 
veloped in the workers. While conscious­ 
ness need not be exclusively connected 
with these anterior ganglia, their high de­ 
velopment eclipses the powers of the lower 
centers, and this seems to be the more per­ 
fect the greater the excess of the superior 
over the inferior ganglia. 
The methods by which the sociability 
is retained among animal communities— 
the power of communication, the power of 
recognition of friends and enemies, the se­ 
lection of a single queen, so that there 
shall be unity in the government—all this 
need not detain us here. The point to be 
noted is the type of sociability represented 
by an insect community—a sociability lim­ 
ited in its scope, but within that limit ren­ 
dering the struggle for existence less keen. 
An ant of another si>ecies is treated as an 
enemy; degree of resemblance determines 
communism. Sympathy is not developed 
among the lower animals. Nutrition is 
the prime object of eacb. The most com­ 
mon dependence of one animal form upon 
another is parasitism. 
Parasites have 
been divided into those that do not feed 
upon the animal itself, but take its nutri­ 
ment, those that make return for what 
they take, and parasites proper. Parasit­ 
ism in general is the anti-social character­ 
istic both in animals and men. Its most 
perfect expression is “slavery,” while 
“reciprocity,” “mutualism,” is the essence 
of all sociabilty, and is the ideal towards 
which civilization is striving. 
From this general point of view the en­ 
emy of sociability among human commu­ 
nities, that is crime, is nothing but a form 
of parasitism. This it is that binds to- 
f 
ether criminals of all grades and nations, 
t is a lack of the true social instinct. In 
the natural development of the child, one 
can distinguish two egos. The primitive 
ego is formed by the consensus of sense- 
imjiressions, the motions, the pleasures and 
pains, yielded by its environment; and its 
activity is directed to the preservation of 
self. Upon this is built a second ego, 
which, however, is not limited, like the 
earlier. It unites the individual to other 
men; it makes one share the life of all. 
It founds societies, and is the true germ of 
“ mutualism.” it contributes its activity to 
the general welfare of all. This wide 
scope of the secondary ego is gained 
by an increase of the intense cere­ 
bral work. Its motive of actions become 
so complex and so many that the mind 
can no longet contain them. It brings 
about an ethical, a social feeling, that pre­ 
vents what is harmful to the community, 
and opposes it. 
The deprivation of a moral sense would 
thus be a kind of imbecility. It is a de­ 
ficiency in the secondary ego ; it reduces 
an individual to the stage of childhood in 
which self-preservation is the only end. 
The criminal retains the parasitic nature 
of his infancy, feels his life to be different 
from those of his kindred, and is thus ex­ 
cluded from the sentiment of sensibility 
except toward those like himself. In as 
far as this is a mal-direction, and not an 
absence, of the moral sense, it is subject to 
reformatory measures. Other forms of 
anti-social psychic conditions exit, such as 
mania and the entertainment of delusions. 
One can follow the mechanism of sociabil­ 
ity into the brain. The anterior jiortions 
of" the brain exercise a control over the 
lower centers—those connected with the 
exercise of sense and individual functions. 
The anterior brain, then, can be regarded 
as the organ of sociability. Its develop­ 
ment increases the sense of “ mutualism.” 
The superiority of the lower centers brings 
about the anti-social characters. Here are 
centered the parasitical, purely personal 
tendencies.

Poultry In the Orchard. 
While it is undisputed that an orchard 
is one of the best places in the world in 
which to establish a poultry-vard, we have 
also found that poultry is good for trees. 
We have sixteen Shockley apple trees, 
seven years old, standing in ana around 
the poultry-yard. Some of them standing 
directly in the runs of the fowls have as 
many apples on them as any five on the 
outside. This is conclusive evidence that 
the one is beneficial to the other. The 
chickens destroy all bugs and insects that 
prey upon the trees and fruit; at the same 
time they keep down all grass and weeds, 
and keep the surface of the ground well 
scratched up and in a mellow condition, 
thus promoting the health and vigor of 
the trees, causing them to bear larger and 
better fruit. Some of the trees in our yard 
are literally hanging with nice apples," and 
so heavily laden that we are compelled to 
keep the trees well propped to keep them 
from breaking down. Shade is one of the 
indispensables about a poultry-yard in the 
summer months, and it is certainly better 
and more profitable to have some good 
variety of fruit. We at the same time get 
the needed shade and a bountiful supnly 
of delicious fruit, if of the same kind. We 
should certainly advise all to have 
orchards for poultry and poultry for 
orchards, for one will be greatly benefited 
by the other.—Poultry Guide. 


Character of the Teeth. 
The shape and placing of the teeth are 
not without significance in the character 
given by the mouth. When the upper 
gum shows above the teeth directly the 
lips are opened, it is the sign of a cold and 
phlegmatic nature. Short, small teeth 
are held by the physiognomists to denote 
weakness and short life, while rather 
long teeth, if evenly set in the head, de­ 
note long life.

What a Leading Vineyardist 
Fruit-Grower Has Learned 
About it. 


and 


Wm. B. West, of Stockton, in an article 
on this grape says: This is the grape that 
isseeninthe Eastern markets in the fall 
and winter, packed in cork dust. It is 
grown near a little seaport on the south­ 
eastern ccast of Spain, about eleven hours 
by steamer from Malaga. 
As this grape 
appears to be grown most successfully in ti ll 
particular locality to the exclusion of other 
famous vineyard districts (for it has been 
tried at Malaga and found to be unprofita­ 
ble, the grapes not being so large nor hav­ 
ing such good keeping qualities), it would 
be well to note the characteristics of this 
locality. 
Almeria is situated at the mouth of a 
river, or what was once a navigable river 
in the time of the Roman occupation, say 
two thousand years ago, but now filled 
with debris, with only a rush of water in 
the winter; it flows through a very hilly 
country, having only narrow banks and 
choice warm spots where this grapethrives 
wonderfully. It is trained on trellises ten 
or twelve feet high and is said to bear 
heavy crops. 
These, then, are requisites for the pro­ 
duction of this grape: a warm climate, 
moist, sandy soil and long pruning. 
I was in Almeria on the 15tli of Sep­ 
tember, 1878; the floors of the warehouses 
were lull of e rapes piled two to four feet 
deep; gangs oí women and boys were pre­ 
paring them for shipment, which consists 
in cutting out every unsound grape, and 
packing them in casks of twenty-five and 
fifty pounds with cork dust. In size they 
were on an average much larger thau our 
Emperors or Ferraras; in firmness and 
keeping qualities no grape can equal them, 
as we have often seen them in market as 
late as March; but as to flavor they abso­ 
lutely have none. I was surprised, as I 
had imagined that they might have been 
eatable when fresh, and that the contact 
with cork dust injured their flavor; but I 
believe that they actually improve by 
keeping. Notwithstanding the inferiority 
of this grape the value of their export 
some years ago was three-quarters of a 
milliou dollars, a large amount going to 
the United States. 
This grape has been introduced into 
this State and widely distributed, but I 
see no mention of it in the pajiers and I 
suppose it has not generally proved a suc­ 
cess. I will give my experience and the 
experience of a party whose land is so 
different from mine, the contrast is inter­ 
esting. 
My soil is a strong clayey loam with a 
dry subsoil, producing excellent table 
grapes. Mv Almerías are only medium in 
size, being about as large as a Ferrara ; 
they are firm and keep well, and are a 
sweet, good eating grape. I have some of 
them now, in good condition, that were 
picked the 1st of November, no extra 
pains were taken with them—they were 
packed away in a box. The other party 
has a sandy loam with a wet subsoil (a 
river bank). His grapes are larger than 
mine, not so good in flavor and later in 
ripening—so ¡ate that the frost usually de­ 
stroys them; they are more productive 
than mine, and when ripe the keeping qual­ 
ities are about the same. From this 1 judge 
that his soil is more suitable thau mine, 
but being in a frosty locality his grapes 
are not profitable. We have, then, to 
select a sandy loam, and a locality free 
from early fall frosts, as the grape will 
ripen about the 1st of November. 
As to profit in growing them, except in 
the right place, there is none; but with the 
proper conditions 1 think a crop can be 
secured. My vines have borne an average 
of ten pounds each. The grapes are worth 
at least $50 per ton. not a very profitable 
investment, but better than wine grapes.

TRAIN CP A PUPPY IN THE 
HE SHOULD GO. 
WAY 


E d u catin g tb e Instinct o f B lood­ 
hounds—H unting the Clean 
Shoe, and H ow Done. 


[Written for the Record-Um o n.] 
In a former paper contributed to this 
journal on the subject of bloodhounds, it 
was pointed out how these anim als m ight 
be utilized in this State in the tracking of 
fugitives and outlaws. 
A letter since re­ 
ceived has convinced the author th at his 
article has excited attention, thus prepar­ 
ing the way for some further remarks on 
this topics, which, though of a more tech­ 
nical nature than the former, he trusts 
will be equally well received. 
No one can be so ignorant of the habits 
of bloodhounds as to suppose that the 
average lurcher puppy can be made to do 
good work w ithout going through a suita­ 
ble course of training. 
In the bloodhound 
whelp, as well as in most other sporting 
dogs, the inherited instinct is not so strong 
th at the education necessary to develop it 
can be dispensed with. 
In all cases a cur­ 
riculum is necessary, and it is to this 
curriculum as applied to the lurcher puppv 
that I would invite attention. 
Shortly stated, the problem is th is : 
Given a well-bred bloodhound pup, what 
is the best way for educating his instinct 
for man-tracking, so as to make it of 
service in the practical hunting of crim ­ 
inals ? 
The ease with which the blood­ 
hound will follow the scent of the naked 
foot is no criterion of th at anim al’s pow­ 
ers to 
HUNT TI1E CLEAN SHOE, 
W hich to untrained dogs presents diffi­ 
culties that are overwhelming. 
B ut it is 
only in hunting the “ clean slioe” that we 
have any use for the beast, and therefore 
all his training should be undertaken with 
the object of equipping him for that diffi­ 
cult task. 
The puppy’s education may 
commence any time after he is nine month's 
old, and is best undertaken by his master, 
or some one to whom the anim al is at­ 
tached. 
To commence w ith : 
any fine 
morning when the dog is between nine and 
twelve months old, let the trainer give 
him an experim ental run up the wind, and 
on grass, which retains the scent much 
better than the bare ground. 
For the ex­ 
perim ental trial it may be necessary to 
rub the soles of the shoe with aniseed, 
a plan, however, which should be aban­ 
doned on a second trial, by the substitution 
of blood for the drug. 
The trainer, of 
course, must act the quarry himself, though 
in future trials, when the dog has become 
more proficient, th at office may be un­ 
dertaken by a stranger. Before setting out, 
the trainer should spend some minutes iu 
fondling and stroking the puppy, and then 
start hurriedly away in a run up the wind. 
W hen the trainer is out of sight, a con­ 
federate should unslip the animal, whose 
first motion will be 


w ith silver, 
Running under her w hite oak desk is a 
steam-pipe which coils for a foot-rest, and 
here Mrs. Leslie sits toasting her feet, as 
she writes letters, poems or specials for the 
papers.

Of his lately-seen master.

the batter’s shoes have been well drugged 
the scent left on the grass is so strong that 
the hound will take it up immediately, 
and track the trainer to where he is hid­ 
ing. 
The m erit of following a “doctored” 
trail is hardly apparent, nevertheless it 
should not go unrewarded, and the present 
of a tit-bit with which the quarry has pro­ 
vided himself on his first setting out, 
should be made to the dog when the latter 
finds him. 
The second trial ought to be 
made with blood, smeared on the soles in 
the puppy’s presence. 
To familiarize him 
with it, it is a good thing to let him lick 
it oil' the leather previous to starting, 
which, if he has not had his breakfast, he 
will eagerly do. 
H aving by this means 
acquainted the pupil w ith the odor of the 
trail he is expectea to follow, and his im­ 
pression of it being fresh, for this reason 
he is likely to get on to it the more readily.

An English resident in India recently de­ 
scribed in a private letter a journey made 
by him through tbe district of Santhalia. 
Through this region, he reports, there 
flows a river of remarkable depth and pur­ 
ity. 
Its waters are so clear th at the peb­ 
bles can easily be seen at the bottom. 
B ut the villages on its banks are un­ 
drained, and even more vile and filthy 
than Asiatic towns commonly are. 
Lep­ 
rosy, typhoid and m alarial fevers and 
other diseases produced by uucleanness 
abound. 
The wretched, sickly inhabitants 
crawl every day to the edge of the bright, 
etrong, rolling flood and look into it w ith­ 
out a thought that it could cleanse and 
heal their diseased flesh. 
“Nothing can be more exasperating,” 
says the practical European, “than the 
sight of these inert, despairing victims of 
diseases, the result of the foul conditions 
around them, passively dying while clean­ 
liness, strength and life itself pass un­ 
heeded by their very doors.” 
Many of the readers of the Companion 
will probably make the application of this 
story as soon as they have read it, for it is 
a truth as old and hackneyed as life itself 
th at cleanliness and health of soul are 
w ithin the reach of every man, and that 
many choose instead foul diseases and 
death. 
It is so old and hackneyed, indeed, 
that boys and girls are apt to think of the 
“river which flows from God’s throne” 
and the summons to “come and wash in it 
and be clean” as a figure of speech—some­ 
thing well enough for the m inister to 
preach upon on Sunday, but not a practical 
every-day matter. 
It was, they think, doubtless true to 
David or Abraham or Jacob. 
But is this 
river of health and life actually flowing 
through Boston and New York and tbe 
little towns and farms where our readers 
live? 
To every one of these boys and girls, 
wherever they may he, comes, each hour 
and m inute of their lives, the chance to 
choose w hether they will die or tell the 
truth ; w hether they will speak the kind 
or the malicious word ; w hether they will 
keep their I rains clear and strong, or 
poison them with tobacco and whisky; 
w hether, in short, their lives shall be pure 
and helpful and noble, or dissolute and 
vile. 
Many a hoy, perhaps, who reads these 
words will tell him self that the choice is 
not easy to make. 
His surroundings are 
unclean, or he may have inherited appe­ 
tites which lead him naturally to selfish­ 
ness, drunkenness, or debauchery, just as 
th e poor natives of Santhalia are horn in 
the filthy huts, in the midst of leprosy and 
fever. 
But there is always waiting for him the 
truth which C hrist taught. 
F aith in him 
will wash away all disease of the soul. 
This is the river of which the Psalmist 
spoke, “The streams whereof shall make 
glad the City of God.” 
This living helper can do the same 
to-day for the school-boy in America, who 
is beginning to grow profane and vicious, 
which he did for the leper in the G ali­ 
lean village, or for the woman “who was a 
sinner,” cleanse him from the leprosy of 
an impure mind, and forgive his sins. 
Does our reader 
despise 
the fever- 
stricken Indians who sit stupidly dying on 
the hank ot the stream which has brought 
life to their doors ? 
The stream passes you by, also. 
Do 
you know the touch of its w aters? 
Is 
your sole alive, growing stronger each day 
by free ase of the pure river of the water 
oi life.— Youth’s Companion. 


AS THE SCENT OF BLOOD 
Is necessarily less strong than th at of ani­ 
seed, the hound must have every benefit 
of a clear course and a favorable wind. 
The reward in every trial should follow 
immediately on the finding of the quarry, 
who will accompany it w ith fondlings and 
pattings to impress on the dog that he has 
acquitted him self well. 
After repeated 
trials, the stim ulus of a reward is un­ 
necessary, for the former have by this time 
awakened the dorm ant instinct in the dog, 
who from henceforth will exhibit it in­ 
tuitively. 
In the course of a puppy’s 
training, it will repeatedly happen that 
he will get off the scent; but usually a 
short tim e will suffice lor him to make his 
own “cast” and recover the trail. 
As point­ 
ed out in the previous paper, the blood­ 
hound is neither ferocious nor bloodthirsty, 
and there is no possible danger to the 
hunted from the fangs of his pursuer. The 
knowledge that the latter will not mangle, 
may justify the use of his instinct to ends j perfect with the" cream 
which at first sight seem petty and ig-

noble. 
Tramps, however, and chicken 
thieves are as much legitim ate quarries to 
the bloodhound as the red-handed outlaws, 
for the detection of which latter it is only 
necessary tin t

B utter Hlaking. 
The New York Dairym an’3 Association 
have issued certain standard rules as a 
basis upon which to found the details of 
the dairym an’s art in butter making. 
In 
the first place it is all-im portant th at the 
cows he adapted to the purpose of butter 
production rather than th at of ereamless 
milk. 
The feed should contain the proper 
elements for making butter—such as a 
m ixture of bran, cominea!, ground oats or 
peas, together with a small portion of lin­ 
seed or cottonseed mea), and the whole to 
be mixed in projnirtions. The cows should 
be fed and milked with regularity as to 
the tim e ; the water should be pure, the 
stables well ventilated, the cows kept clean, 
and the most careful and pains-taking 
caution observed in all places for cleanli­ 
ness. 
The cows should, if possible, al! he 
milked by the same person and the milk 
set for cream as soon as drawn. 
The uten 
sils should lie scalded always after being 
used, and kept perfectly clean and sweet. 
The cream should lie skimmed from the 
m ilk w ithin twenty-four hours of the tim e 
of milking, after which it should lie kept 
at a tem perature of about forty-five de­ 
grees until the ripening process begins, to 
_ 
should t lien be 
raised to a tem perature of sixtv-two de­ 
grees, in the mean time stirring it fre­ 
quently. 
The cream may be churned any- j 
where between sixty-two and sixty-eight I 
degrees Fahrenheit, 
according 
to the 
season and the surrounding terat erature. 
N o cream should he added after the ripen­ 
ing process begins. 
In churning, as soon 
as the butter come in particles about the 
size of grains of wheat, draw off the butter­ 
milk and supplv its place with fresh 
water, repeating the drawing off’ process 
until the water comes out as clear as 
crystal. 
Then take the butter out, place 
it on the lmtter-worker and salt it, nsing 
an ounce of salt to a pound of butter, and 
after working the salt in, form the butter 
into rolls and pack immediately.—Balti­ 
more Sun.

The Works of Hvbert Howe Bancroft. Vol. 
XXX. History of Oregon, Vol. II., 1S45-SS. 
The second and last volumes of the Ore­ 
gon division of the "H istory of the Pacific 
Coast States,” by H ubert Howe Bancroft, 
brings the record down to the year 1888, 
inclusive. 
I t is, perhaps, a sufficiently 
comprehensive expression to say of this 
work that it is abreast with the first volume 
in style and accuracy, but in detail and in­ 
terest to the reader it is superior to the first, 
ior Mr. Bancroft has bad to deal with facts 
more easily established, and about which 
there has been but m inim um ot contention 
as to accuracy. Fully twenty-five years of 
the record covers a peiiod that came under 
the historian’s personal observation, and 
concerning all the incidents of 
which 
period there are m any living witnesses. 
Yet after all contemporaneous history is 
probably the most difficult to write, because 
it is exposed to the criticism of the living 
witness. There is considerably less of an­ 
notation in this volume, since there was 
naturally less use 
made 
of 
historical 
m anuscript and writing; the text paper, 
therefore, is more exteoded than in any of 
the preceding volumes of the series. Nearly 
one hundred pages are given to an appendix 
that is statistically exhaustive ot church, 
school, railroad, county, lum ber and other 
industries. 
It will prove of inestimable 
value for reference, aud constitutes a well 
defined staiting point for future compar- 
risons made to ascertain the progress made 
by the State of Oregon. 
Probabiv the parts 
of this volume that will most strongly at­ 
tract the reader whose interests are not in 
Oregon, are those descriptive of the Indian 
campaigns. These accounts in their his­ 
torical order dot the whole work of the 
twenty-third chapter (1862). 
Not the least 
interesting of them, bv any means, is the 
history of the Modoc war, around which a 
great deal of rom antic interest centers. 
Our exam ination of the work during some

THE RESULT OF SECURING A FOREIGN 
MARKET. 
The wine-makers, grape-growers and 
raisin-curers of California are agreed that 
their production will very soon reach the 
limit of the United States market. In­ 
deed, the raisin-curers assert that the pro­ 
duction of raisins in 1889 will far exceed 
the home demand. The home market, 
like a sponge charged with water, will 
hold just so much in suspension, and be 
yond that will reject all efforts to intro­ 
duce more. What our producers need is 
a steady demand for their products ; if it 
can lie made an expanding one it will be 
reflected in the enlargement of the indus­ 
try. If the demand for a fruit product is 
one day, say 5,000 boxes and to-morrow 
but 3,000 boxes, and the next 4,000 and 
then 3,000, the market is said to be 
unstable, and the tendency is to crowd 
down prices and cripple investment in the 
industry. An exhibition of our products 
in London, in a distinct attractive and ex 
haustive exhibition by the State of Cali­ 
fornia will, aside from other important in­ 
fluences upon our industries, more than 
any other agency, introduce our soil pro­ 
ducts to the markets to which we must 
look for that reliable augmenting demand 
that will give permanence to production, 
encourage small farming, division and oc­ 
cupancy of lands and the full development 
of our productive capacity. 
The reasons for such an exhibition have 
been over and again set forth in these col 
umns, but there is one that is of superior 
imjKirtance; that when a foreig i market 
is oace established and a source of supply 
once recognized by it, they are practically 
unchangeable. Commerce adheres to the 
avenues it once adopts with a loyalty not 
paralleled. Just at this time the preserved 
food market of Europe is not lixed in any 
channels. Owing to decline in soil 
production 
because 
of 
the 
indi­ 
rect and 
unprofitable ownership of 
land in Europe, the consumers are in a po­ 
sition to listen to propositions from new 
sources of supply. The opportunity pre­ 
sents now, as never before, and as it may 
not again for California, to prove by exhi­ 
bition her capacity to meet the world’s 
demand in several distinct lines of pro­ 
duction, all of which relate directly to and 
involve all the industries of the State and 
concern our permanent prosperity. It 
must be understood that in Europe our 
system of putting up food products is un­ 
known. There the process is individual. 
The producers themselves prepare the 
goods ; Ixtndon agents throughout Europe 
advance to them upon prospective produc­ 
tion and direct the uniformity of method 
to be observed. On delivery by the fam­ 
ily of the producer of the result of its 
home labor, full payment is made and the 
goods sent on for labeling and marketing. 
It is by this means, and not through the 
agency of large canneries, which are un­ 
natural means, that the food products reach 
the London market. With us the cannery 
secures the goods from the producer—be­ 
cause of his necessities and his inability to 
deal directly with the market—at the 
lowest possible rate and sells at the highest. 
With a European demand, however, which 
the Ixmdon exhibition we are confident 
will create, there will grow up a system 
under which the producers will put up— 
cither by co-operative, community or by 
home works—and sell direct to tlie Lon­ 
don and other Europen dealers. This in 
itself will stimulate small farming, family 
industry, a higher state of production, and 
secure for the producer the largest reward. 
The result must be a state of prosperity 
and general cultivation in California, com­ 
pared to which our present measure of 
production sinks into insignificance. 
ANOTHER GOOD BILL TO KILL. 
Assembly Bill 303 should be peremp­ 
torily rejected. It proposes that licenses 
for the retailing of liquors shall not exceed 
$ ‘21 a quarter, and that such payment shall 
be in full for all State, county, municipal 
or township license taxes. 
To incorporate such a law into the Code 
system of this State will be to turn back­ 
ward in the path of progress and retrace 
our steps. The whole Union at this mo­ 
ment is agitated, more or less deeply, upon 
the question of restricting the retail liquor 
traffic. Several States, such as Illinois) 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania, have 
adopted high license with entire success, 
and results gratifying the people Irevond 
expectation. In Philadelphia the saloons 
have been reduced two-thirds and the rev­ 
enue from licenses trebled, while the sa. 
loon has been taken out of politics, and 
crimes resulting from drunkenness have 
fallen off so greatly that one of the local 
priscos is about to be closed for want of 
victims. The testimony is uniform that 
wherever tried the people cannot be in­ 
duced, by any means, to return from high 
license to the old system of non-restric­ 
tion. The retail liquor men where high 
license prevails are now its strong sup­ 
porters, as it has rid their business of the 
low groggeries and robber roosts. 
The idea upon which good government 
proceeds is to bring it as near as possible 
to the people; to give them the power, 
just as far asean be wisely done, to legislate 
for themselves; to regulate their own local 
affairs, such as local taxation, license levy, 
street improvement and lighting, control 
of dance-houses and saloons, preservation 
of public health, adoption of municipal 
sanitary, fire and water regulations, etc.. 
This bill, however, pro|K*es to prevent 
the people from restricting the liquor traf­ 
fic, and to strip from all towns and cities a 
large part of their revenue, by fixing the 
liquor license at $84 a year, to be divided 
between the cities and towns and the coun­ 
ties, and possibly the State. In short, it is 
a scheme in the interest of that thriving 


industry—liquor retailing of the lower or­ 
der—and is intended to turn over all com­ 
munities to the looting that the low ele­ 
ments in the business may see fit to prac­ 
tice. Here, in Sacramento, for instance, 
we have now the lowest retail liquor li­ 
cense known in the United States, but this 
bill proposes to cut it down more than one- 
haif, by making the city divide with the 
county. 
We have in 
this com­ 
munity double the number of drink­ 
ing 
bars 
that we have of stores, 
factories, 
schools 
and 
churches. 
We have a bar for every ten adult 
patrons of the saloon, or one for every 
twenty voters, alistainers and drinkers 
combined. Our retail liquor bars do not 
pay to the city so much license tax 
as is collected in any one of the small 
towns of Illinois, and not, per bar, one-half 
the license charged in New York; one- 
tenth that exacted in Chicago, San Diego, 
Los Angeles or Tehama county; one- 
twentieth that levied in Philadelphia or 
any town in Pennsylvania, and not by 
one-third as much as the license tax per 
bar in the essentially perpendicular drink­ 
ing community of San Francisco. 
The bill is a direct assault upon a senti­ 
ment that will not meekly put up with the 
insult. It is a desperate effort on the part 
of dives, doggeries and the political bosses 
who use them to throttle the right of self­ 
government, to tie the communities of the 
State hand and foot, and to pass them 
over to the tender mercies of the low sa­ 
loon interest. We are ready to acquit the 
decent saloons of participation in the pro­ 
posed scheme. Their interest does not lie 
in that direction. It remains to be seen if 
the Legislature will write its own con­ 
demnation in the estimation of the people 
by passing the bill proposed. We have 
such confidence, however, in the better 
judgment, sense of right and appreciation 
ol the true spirit of the age by the major­ 
ity of the legislators, that we entertain the 
belief the obnoxious bill will be promptly 
killed. ___________ ___________ 
A PROPOSITION TO ENSLAVE. 
The San Francisco Call, referring to the 
bill for reform of the election laws pro­ 
posed by the Federated Trades, says: “The 
bill is much like those that have been 
adopted by several of the Eastern States, 
the original of which came from Australia.” 
Will the Call name a solitary State that 
has adopted the proposed scheme or any­ 
thing at all like it, in so far as the pro­ 
visions are concerned that require each 
voter’s ballot to be identified by a number, 
and by the initials, or names, in writing, 
of two election clerks upon the back of the 
ballot? 
We are surprised that this fatal defect 
in che bill should have escaped the atten­ 
tion of the Call. In other respects the bill 
aims in the right direction and is—waiv 
ing details—commendable. We have ap­ 
proved the measure and urged its adoption, 
believing that a reform of our election sys­ 
tem is an absolute necessity, and that the 
bill of the Federated Trades will come 
nearer to the needed remedy than any yet 
offered, when it shall have been amended 
as suggested. For American freemen will 
never consent to be enslaved, as they 
would be, by having their ballots num­ 
bered and identified by the indorse­ 
ment of two witnesses. 
The proposi­ 
tion is utterly destructive of the prime 
purpose of the elective franchise, and sim­ 
ply nullifies the free will of the voters 
and the underlying principle of self-govern­ 
ment. The Legislature should not tolerate 
the offensive sections one moment. The 
‘book” system of ballots and the giving 
out of the ballots by the clerk, can be pre­ 
served without the “identity” plan. The 
ballots can be printed by the State or 
county with a device that cannot be coun­ 
terfeited easily and thus the end aimed at, 
prevention of stuffing, fully attained. It 
is very easy to understand why the “bosses” 
are in favor—as thev are to a man—of the 
bill as it now stands. They would easily 
control the selection of the clerks who in­ 
dorse the ballots, and thus be able to “spot” 
voters beyond all question. Indeed, the bill 
assumes to prevent the coercion of voters and 
to deprive the bosses of the power to watch 
the voter and see that he deposits the bal­ 
lot given to him; but in fact it hands the 
voter over bodily to the “bosses,” and makes 
a record of exactly how the elector voted; 
a record that can be examined at anv 
time after the election and that the elector 
cannot controvert. 


vasion of our treaty rights in Samoa or 
the destruction of the neutrality of the 
island kingdom. It is probable that Ger­ 
many will recede from her present posi­ 
tion. She will not be likely to imperil 
her commerce upon the high seas by in- 
sistance upon the right to dominate in the 
Samoan group. 
T h e Hoosier State authorities appear to 
be unable to cope with the White Caps. 
The organization has again entered upon 
its outrageous practices. The Legislature 
of Indiana has before it a bill condemning 
the White Caps, but they are already un­ 
der the ban of the Criminal Code and ap­ 
pear to care very little for it. Indiana 
must rise equal to the suppression of the 
order or stand disgraced in the eyes of 
the civilized states. 


N ew Y o rk C ity is moving vigorously 
to reduce the number of saloons, and is 
considering a uew excise law now before 
the Legislature of New York to that end. 
Of it the New York Post says: “It will 
give us the best excise law in the United 
States.” Yet away out here in California 
our Legislature is asked to enlarge the 
saloon system and do precisely the reverse 
cf that New York is endeavoring to ac­ 
complish. 


T h e manual training idea, a good one 
in itself, has run to extravagance in a 
Cambridge. England, university, where a 
school of carpentry for women has been 
established. If the plea is advanced that 
it will aid physical culture, the reply is 
that there are other methods that are su­ 
perior and not so unsuited, as is carpen­ 
try, to the physical conformation and the 
natural tastes of women. 
I ndian Commissioner Oberly is sound 
in his expression that the true policy of 
the country toward the Indian, is one that 
will make his education compulsory. The 
savage disposition and neuiadic tendencies 
cannot be wholly removed, but education 
of all Indian youths will render savage 
instincts harmless. 


T he proposition before the Legislature 
to construct in the capacious basement of 
the Capitol a large burglar and fire-proof 
dry vault for the safe-keeping of the State 
archives, should be adopted as a matter of 
simple economy. The valuable books and 
papers that have accumulated in the State 
Department during thirty-eight years are 
now scattered about the building in every 
nook and corner, where storage room can 
be found; and they are in no instance, ex­ 
cept as to the very latest papers that are 
in the vault of the office of the Secretary 
of State, safely stored. The basement of 
the Capitol is very large, and a storage-room 
can be constructed there that will be am­ 
ple for a century. The proposition meets 
with the approval of the Executi ve and 
State Departments and of the State officers 
generally, who are thoroughly well in­ 
formed of the necessity for the construc­ 
tion of the vault

He 
says that on the 14th instant the canal con­ 
tractor at Culebra reduced his laborers’ 
wages to $1 20 in debased coin (about 80 
cents in American gold), whereupon the 
men—mostly negroes—refused to work, 
and told the police they would rob for a 
living. In the efforts of the police to quell 
the disturbance revolvers were used, and a 
serious riot seemed imminent, but at the 
time of the Consul-General’s writing the 
arrival of soldiers had produced a pacify­ 
ing effect and quiet was restored. 
A dispatch was also received from the 
United States Consul at Colon, dated the 
13th instant, in which it is stated that there 
are 10,000 workmen employed along the 
line of the canal, and fully twice that 
number of hangers-on—all of the very 
scum of the earth.

All of this talk escapes 
his lips in his drunken sleeps. 
He has been 
heard to m eution 
th eir nam es on several 
occasions, 
and we now 
are all convinced 
th a t 
we 
have 
jailed 
the 
“ long 
lost 
Tom m y." 
He is about five feet two inches in 
hight. heavy set, will weigh about 170 pounds. 
He has a broad and bloated face, and looks to 
be about fO years old, but undoubtedly is m uch 
younger, as he evidently has aged rapidly bv 
dissipation. He says he has not seen Sacra­ 
m ento since 1876. He has a iriend here who is 
trying to secuie him bail so he can skip to Mon­ 
tana.

Stoue vg. Stone. 
The divorce case of Charles Stone vs. 
Jennie Stone has been hanging in the 
Courts for a long tim e. 
The parties have 
lived in Teham a county, where the prop­ 
erty referred to hereinafter now is. The 
suit was brought February 10, 188G. and 
the June 
following 
Judge 
M cFarland 
ordered Stone to pay $100 alim ony. 
His 
refusal or neglect to d o so and his im ­ 
prisonm ent for contem pt are well rem em ­ 
bered. 
For fifteen m onths Stone has not 
paid the $100 a m onth. 
In March, 1887, 
a new com plaint was filed by stipulation 
in which Mrs. Stone was charged with 
desertion, and a divorce was granted upon 
that ground, an agreement having been 
entered into for a division of the property. 
W hen it came to a division, however, it 
wa3 discovered that Stone had put some 
of the property out of his hands, and Mrs. 
Stone, through C. T. Jones, moved to have 
that portion of the decree of divorce relat­ 
ing to the property set aside. 
She had 
previously .led a homestead on 160 acres 
of land in Tehama. 
Judge Van Fleet found as a fact that at 
the beginning of the action Stone was 
worth $30 000, and that the am ount of 
alimony, $100 per month, was not exces­ 
sive. 
Mrs. Stone is awarded the home­ 
stead, unincumbered, $500 counsel fees and 
all the unpaid back alim ony. The Court 
found also that a portion of the property 
owned by Slone at the beginning of the 
action was his before marriage and was 
not, therefore, com m unity property.

The State Board of Agriculture held their 
annual meeting last evening, with the fol­ 
lowing-named members present t Messrs. 
Shippee, LaRue, Chase, Green, Shafter, 
Swan, Singletary, Hancock, Cox, Perkins 
and Carr. 
Secretary Smith read a volum inous re­ 
port, which was approved and ordered 
spread upon the minutes. 
In speaking of the proposed foreign ex 
hibit, the report says: 
As has been shown what our efforts are 
at home in m aking exhibitions of products 
a successful stim ulant to the growth of our 
State, the same principle, if properly car­ 
ried out in foreign iands, would, in our 
opinion, have the same effect. As the pro­ 
ducer was encouraged to produce, he must 
now produce to encourage and build up 
markets for the large increase of products. 
The more products, the more m arket ca­ 
pacity needed: the more m arket capacity, 
the more products. Therefore we believe 
in every sim ulation of a practical nature 
that will afford increased opportunities to 
m arket supplies. We have always advo­ 
cated object lessons that fully illustrate, by 
the actual exhibition of products, as more 
preferable than printed 
m atter of any 
character. “To see is to believe;” to read is 
but to think. 
An exhibit of California’s products in the 
city of London will awaken anew source of 
demand that can certainly be met by the 
abundant supply that is bound to come 
from cur increased acreage each year culti­ 
vated. and an interest in the “0¡d W orld” 
that will attract capital for investm ent, not 
only in the establishment of sm all homes, 
but factories of all kinds. 
The success of 
one means a sym pathetic movem ent in all 
branches of trade; therefore all should be 
interested in spending the money necessary 
to make the trial a success. 
The advautages afforded in m aking such 
exhibits are many. A significant index of 
a future conflict (indeed a present one, too) 
between a higher civilization and despot­ 
ism, may be readily disarmed in this evo­ 
lution, and their actions and reactions, in 
the ownership ot land. Direct ownership 
and indirect 
ownership whenever they 
come in conflict invariably yield, the vic­ 
tory goes to the former. So true is it, tfiat 
thousands of vessels of breadstuffs and 
meats are regularly sent to Europe from 
the United States and meet in successful 
competition sim ilar products of the world 
which are produced on lands tilled by in ­ 
direct ownership, and that, too, in the face 
of cheap peasant labor. It is highly im ­ 
portant that we of California should under­ 
stand this m atter thoroughly, for by so do­ 
ing we may avail oursrives of advantages 
greatly to our interest. Great as the ad­ 
vantage is in being able, through the direct 
ownership of land, to compete in the E u­ 
ropean m arkets in breads’.utfs and meat, 
the yet greater achievement presents itself 
to the growers of California in their ability 
to compete successfully in the costly pro­ 
ducts of the vine and iruit tree. 
’ 
T hat this can be done may be readily ad­ 
mitted, and if proof is necessary we need 
only examine the Custom House records 
for the past few years; two hundred and ten 
thousand cases of California can fruits were 
sold in London in one season. 
This 
amount, although seemingly large, is not 
by any means all chat m ight be sold, pro­ 
vided proper attention is given to the sub­ 
ject, it is only an indication that we can, if 
we choose, open out avenues that will read­ 
ily create a demand for ail we can produce, 
and that too at profitable prices. If accom­ 
plished, then ihe inevitable result m ust be 
to place California in the front rank of the 
States of this Union, and that with giant 
strides. We m aintain there is a way to ac­ 
complish this, and that way is to cp.rry out 
the plan proposed of holding this grand 
exhibition of the products of our soil. The 
men of action, the men of capital and en­ 
ergy throughout the State are of one opin­ 
ion on this subject—they earnestly favor 
and indorse this p la n ; more thaa that, 
desire to see it carried out on a scale at once 
grand and impressive. 
In America the tiller inherits directly the 
results of his labor. H e is careful as to de­ 
tails; his expenses are kept within limits. 
In short, he gives personal attention to 
receipts and disbursements, and profits by 
experience. W hereas, the entatlm ent of 
large estates in the Old W orld, under the 
management of inexperienced men, which, 
with their inattention to production, re­ 
sults in the consuming by expenses of 
what would be to our people’s profit, noth­ 
ing but the cheap labor ot Europe prevents 
in the former cases entire failures 
So, 
when competition strikes, they have 110 
way of reducing their extravagant ideas 
and customs, consequen.ly no reduction of 
prices can be made, whereas our products, 
if properly marke:ed, can be seut over and 
undersell th e home productions for the 
reasons assigned. 
To educate the people, then, up to this 
fact, our products must go over in a blaze 
ot glory, as it were. 
We m ust do some­ 
thing to attract the attention of the con­ 
sumers. We must in so doing prepare our 
exhibits as to command attention from 
both press and public. 
Nor must this be 
all. The quality of our products sent this 
far from home must be such that they 
speak for themselves. Care and attention 
in packing m ust be such as to leave no 
room for doubt that we fully understand 
our undertaking. If must be’ fu’iy shown 
that we come not for a day, but lor all 
time. 
To send our poor fruit, poorly 
canned or dried, means failure. To be 
sare the methods of the Old World in pre­ 
serving fruits are ahead of ours, as a rule. 
To profit by their experience in this indus­ 
try we must have the opportunity to ob­ 
serve and examine into their methods. 
Would it not be advisable to have the in ­ 
dividual counties that contemplate sending 
an exhibit on, 10 each send a Commis­ 
sioner, selected with a view of gaining 
knowledge on this subject that would bene­ 
fit us in future in the packing and preserv­ 
ing of our fruits? As it now is, the pro­ 
ducer markets his products in the Eastern 
cities in a green state. Could he not do the 
same in Europe in their canned and dried 
state ? Say that our goods are properly 
put up. and the auction plan introduced, 
how much longer wouid it lake the pro­ 
ducer to get returns than it now does on 
his green fruit? The situation is in his 
h an d s; let him not ignore it. 
Let us profit 
by the experience of other countries, and 
let that experience be gained by actual ob­ 
servation. 
Take as an example, our own exhibition. 
The farmer attends, observes the different 
breeds of live stock, he is mindfui of the 
fact that when num erous breeds are to­ 
gether congregated be can best make selec­ 
tion. The particular fancy of a character 
he admires meets his eye, he purchases 
with a view of improving h s own stock ; 
he is aware that the expense of breeding 
and raising good stock is no greater than 
to raise inferior ones, and he profits by his 
purchase. The seller is encouraged, as he 
him self began this way, and the result is 
the property of the State is enhanced, and 
the $10, $20 or $50 in prem ium s awarded 
has been returned m any fold. So it will 
be in the enterprise suggested in m aking 
foreign exhibits, and oar re urns are sure 
to more than offset the outlay. 
INDEBTEDNESS. 
The continual im provem ents 
to 
the 
property under the supervision of this 
Board, made necessary by its long nsage, 
compels ns to expend each year more than 
our resources will permit, in order to ren­ 
der the property useful. It is our intention 
to continue these improvements until the 
property has an appearance in keeping with 
the age, and not the dilapidated look of 
twenty-five years’ nse.

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THE PHONOGRAPH. 


SOME POINTS ABOUT THE TALK­ 
ING-MACHINE. 


Numerous Ways in Which the New­ 
comer can b e Made Beneficial 
to Mankind. 


As a saving in the time given up to writ­ 
ing, the phonograph promises to far out­ 
strip the typewriter. 
The business man 
can dictate to the phonograph as fast as he 
can talk, and the wax cylinder, inclosed in 
a suitable box, can be sent off by mail to 
read out its message perhaps thousands of 
miles away. 
Or else, as is now done in 
Mr. Edison’s laboratory in Orange, N. J., 
the typewriter girl can print out upon 
paper what her employer has dictated to 
the phonograph. 
For the reporter, the 
editor, and the author who can dictate, a 
device has been adapted to the phonograph 
which causes it to stop at every tenth 
word, and to continue only when a spring 
is touched. 
Thus, the editor can dictate 
his article to the stenographer, and when 
the printer at the case gets the resulting 
phonogram the instrument will dictate to 
him in short sentences. 
If he cannot set 
up the sentence at one hearing, it will 
repeat its ten words. 
If he is satisfied, 
it reads out ten words more. 
I really see 
no reason why the newspaper of the future 
should not come to the subscriber in the 
shape of a phonogram. 
It would have to 
begin, however, with a table of contents, in 
order that one might not have to listen to 
a two hour’s speech upon the tariff ques­ 
tion, in order to get at ten lines of a musi­ 
cal notice. 
But think what a musical 
critic might be able to do for his public! 
H e might give them whole arias irom an 
opera or movements from a symphony, by 
way of proof or illustration. 
The'very 
tones of an actor’s or singers voice might 
be reproduced in the morning notice of 
last night’s important dramatic or musical 
event. 
It has been remarked, by the way, 
that business letters and orders by phono­ 
graph would not be so binding as when 
put in black and white upon piper. 
A lit­ 
tle wax cylinder, covered with microscopic 
dots, would not be considered as good evi­ 
dence in Court. But, if the speaker’s voice, 
inflection, accent, were so reproduced that 
witnesses could swear to the personality, 
would it not suffice? 
How could there be 
any dispute over a man’s will, when the 
voice of the dead man was heard ? 
In music, as I have already said, the 
value of the phonograph, even in its pres­ 
ent condition, is indisputable. 
Musicians 
are divided, and probably always will be, 
as to the manner in which certain famous 
symphonies ought to be conducted. 
The 
metronome marks used by Beethoven are 
but uncertain guides at best, while no writ­ 
ten directions as to dynamic values, ex­ 
pression, etc., are worth 
much. 
The 
phonograph will at least make it possible 
for the musician of the future to know ex­ 
actly how our composers wished their mu­ 
sic given, for it will repeat that music as 
played to-day, with every shade of ex­ 
pression, with all its infinite changes of 
time. 
Moreover, the phonograph will 
otier to the composer that long-sought 
instrument, an automatic recorder of im­ 
provisation upon the piano or other instru­ 
ment. 
In the far-off future, when our 
descendants wish to compare our simple 
little Wagner operas with the complex 
productions of their own days, requiring, 
perhaps, a dozen orchestras, playing in 
half a dozen different keys at once, they 
will have an accurate phonographic record 
of our harmonic simplicity. 
A t present but few of the new phono­ 
graphs have been finished, and those only 
for exhibition purposes. 
When they will 
be offered for sale seems to be doubtful; 
probably within a few months. 
Mr. Edi­ 
son says by the beginning of 1890 the 
phonograph will be far less a curiosity 
than the telephone is now, and that he 
could begin selling the instruments at 
once if he were fully satisfied with them. 
There is always something which needs 
improving. J ust at present there is needed 
a funnel for so magnifying the sound that 
if the instrument is placed in the center of 
a table all the persons around can hear its 
reading or its music. 
For the last year it 
has been the same story—the phonographs 
would be ready for sale next month. 
It 
was so a year ago, and it may be so a year 
from now. 
But these many delays, which 
have made people rather skeptical as to 
the doings of the phonograph, do not make 
the wonders already achieved less wonder­ 
ful, or warrant any doubts as to the vast 
possibilities which the little device con­ 
tains.— Phillip G. Hubert, Jr., in February 
Atlantic. 


DEMANDS OF LIBERALISM. 


T h e C o d e o f P rin c ip ie s , an d O th e rw ise , 
P u b lish e d by T h e m se lv e s. 
The editors of Freethouyht submit the 
following as “ The Demands of Liberal­ 
ism set forth by the State organization in 
California, and which, it is requested, that 
a statement be made, is to meet at Irving 
Hall, in San Francisco, January 27th, at 


10 a . m., for the purpose of forming an 
auxiliary Association of the American 
Secular Union, to help secure thoroughout 
the country practical compliance with the 
above “ Demands of Liberalism.” 
The 
code laid down is as follows: 
1. We demand that churches and other 
ecclesiastical property shall lie no longer 
exempt from just taxation. 
2. We demand that the employment of 
Chaplains in Congress, in State Legis­ 
latures, in the navy and militia, and in 
prisons, asylums, and all other institutions 
supported by public money, shall be dis­ 
continued. 
3. We demand that all public appropria­ 
tions for educational and charitable insti­ 
tutions of a sectarian character shall cease. 
4. W e demand that all religious services 
sustained by the Government shall be 
abolished; and especially that the use of 
the Bible iu the pul lie schools, whether 
ostensibly as a text-book or avowedly as a 
book of religious worship, shall be pro­ 
hibited. 
ó. We demand that the appointment bv 
the President of the United States, or bv 
the Governors of the various States, of all 
religious festivals and fasts shall wholiv 
cease. 
6. We demand that the judicial oath in 
the Courts and in all other departments 
of the Government shall be abolished, and 
that simple affirmation, under the pains 
and penalties of perjury, shall be estab­ 
lished in its stead. 
7. We demand that all laws directly or 
indirectly enforcing the oliservance of Sun­ 
day a* the Sabbath shall be rej>ealed. 
5. We demand that all laws looking to 
the enforcement of “ Christian ” morality, 
as such, shall be abrogated, and that all 
laws shall be conformed to the require­ 
ments of natural morality, equal rights and 
impartial liberty. 
9. We demand that not only in the Con­ 
stitution of the United ¡States and of the 
several States but also in the practical ad­ 
ministration of the same, no privilege or 
advantage shall lie conceded to Christianity 
or any other special religion ; that our en­ 
tire political system shall be founded and 
administered on a purely secular basis; 
and that whatever changes shall prove 
necessary to this end shall be consistently, 
unflinchingly and promptly made.

on the window, for when the sun shines on 
the window it causes it to be dry streaked, 
no matter how much it is rubbed 
Take a 
painter’s brush and dust them inside and 
out, washing all the wood work inside be­ 
fore touching the glass. 
The latter must 
be washed simply with warm water di­ 
luted with ammonia—do not use soap. 
Use a small cloth with a pointed stick to 
get the dust out of the corners; wipe dry 
with a soft piece of cotton cloth—do not 
use linen, as it makes the glass linty when 
dry. 
Polish with tissue paper or old 
newspaper. 
You will find this can be done . 
in haif the time taken where soap is used, 
and the result will be brighter windows.—

RUSSIAN 
UKEa T SECRET. 


H ow M arsh all .Jrw ell s to le H er M ethod 
o f M ak in g L eather. 
In one of the stores on Broadway lately, 
says a New York Herald writer, I noticed 
some fine Russia leather goods of various 
kinds, and was tempted through curiosity 
to take a closer look at them. 
“ Why is it,” I asked the proprietor, 
“ that these goods cannot be manufactured 
in this country as well as in Russia ?” 
“ Bless your heart,” he said, “ these 
goods are made right here, in this coun­ 
try, and neither Russia nor any other 
place can make them any better. You see, 
for a long while Russia enjoyed a monop­ 
oly of this sort of work until a Connecticut 
Yankee happened on the scene and caught 
on, so to speak, to the secret of its manu­ 
facture. 
“ This leather was manufactured in a 
factory situated in one of the towns of 
Northern Russia. The owners possessed 
some secret about curing the leather which 
they jealousy guarded. England and other 
countries sent operatives to this factory to 
learn the secret, but when a man once en­ 
tered this factory it was a life job with 
him. 
He had to stay there. 
“ Other men were sent there disguised, 
but so carefully was the place watched that 
nothing could be learned, and finally all 
attempts at discovering the secret were 
abandoned, and' the Russians were allowed 
to continue their ‘ monopoly’ undisturbed, 
although many imitations of it were man­ 
ufactured. 
“ About this time the late Marshall P. 
Jewell was Minister to Russia from this 
country. Mr. Jewell had been brought up 
in the leather business, and was then the 
owner of several tanneries in Connecticut. 
Of course he had heard of this now fatuous 
factory, and, more from curiosity than 
from any desire to learn the secret of the 
business, he expressed a wish to inspect 
the works. 
“ The Russian authorities never sus­ 
pected that Mr. Jewell was interested in 
the leather business himself, and in his 
official capacity the factory owners, who 
were aided by the Government in main­ 
taining their secret, felt rather compli­ 
mented that Mr. Jewell should have ex­ 
pressed such a desire, and accordingly Mr. 
Jewell, as it were, was given the ‘freedom 
of the factory.’ 
“ For three days the United States Min­ 
ister remained in the Russian town and 
visited the factory many times. H e was 
quick to ‘catch on,’ and he did ‘catch on’ 
so much so that on his return to the 
United States he determined to put the 
knowledge he had thus acquired to a prac­ 
tical test. 
“ The result was that Mr. Jewell was 
soon manufacturing ‘Russia leather’ on 
his own account. His first experiment 
was a perfect success, and now, as a conse­ 
quence, this sort of leather, as you will 
perceive, is manufactured in this" country 
equal in every respect to the best that 
Russia can now turn out.”

P ou ltry P o in ters. 
A small hen will lay as large eggs as 
will a heavy hen and requires less room. 
Endeavor to keep hens instead of pullets, 
as the eggs will then be more uniform. 
The non-sitting breeds will lay as well 
in winter as the sitters if they are kept 
warm and comfortable. 
Never use stale eggs for nest eggs. Nest- 
egg gourds are best. 
A single stale egg 
may ruin your reputation. 
Never ship an egg that is dirty or in any 
manner soiled. The appearance is a prime 
factor in the sale of any article. 
A flock may be composed of some of the 
best layers to be found, yet the average 
number of eggs secured may be low. 
Do not construct a poultry-house for 
your own convenience. The poultry-house 
should be built with a view of prompting 
the comfort of the fowls, and keeping 
them in a proper condition for laving. 
Birds always prefer the open air. They 
do not favor remaining indoors, no matter 
how clean and bright the poultry-house 
may be. 
The non-sitting breeds are Leghorns, 
Hamburg*, Red Caps, Minorcas, Black 
Spanish, Polish, Houdans, Crevecteurs and 
L i Fleches. 
Economy 
is 
always 
commendable. 
Eeonomy in constructing a poultry-house 
means that you should secure the greatest 
space on the floor at the letst cost. 
When egg production alone is your ob­ 
ject, you need no males. 
The hens will 
lay as well without them (sometimes 1 fet­ 
ter) and the eggs will keep three times as 
long. 
If a lien lays one egg a week she will pay 
all expenses of keep. 
Every egg over is 
profit. The greater the number of eggs 
secured the lower the cost of each egg pro­ 
portionally. 
Always assort your eggs. 
Do not have 
several colors and sizes together. 
Put the 
dark eggs in one basket and the light ones 
in another, and pick out the small ones to 
be sold separately.—Fancier's Reviere. 


T h e O rigin o f th e 8h ot T ow er. 
There was once a mechanic at Bristol, 
England, who had a queer dream. 
Watts 
was his name, and he was by trade a shot- 
maker. The making of the little leaden 
j>ellets was then a slow, laborious, and, con­ 
sequently, costly process. Watts had to 
take great bars of lead a-'d pound them 
out into sheets of a thickness about equal 
to the diameter of the shot he desired to 
make. Then he cut the sheets into little 
cubes, which he placed in a revolving 
barrel or box and rolled until the edges 
wore ofl' from the constant friction and the 
little cubes became spheroids. 
Watts had often racked his brain trying 
to devise a better scheme, but in vain.

Dress reform for men would be a good 
cry to take up, for there is no doubt that 
the tables could be turned on the men on 
the question of summer clothing. The 
weight of a man’s clothing in summer is 
greater than that of a woman. This was 
decided some time ago by the actual weigh­ 
ing of clothing and the woman’s weighed 
three pounds and nine ounces, while the 
man’s weighed eight 
pounds and ten 
ounces. The editor of a certain daily 
newspaper cries out in distress: “A tailor 
who is ingenious enough to invent a 
scheme for summer clothing for men which 
will leave out the starched shirt, and still 
lie neat and becoming, will merit the 
praise of many sufferers and ought to make 
a fortune.” 
Women are the envy of men iu hot 
weather, on account of the lightness and 
coolness of their clothing. The greatest 
anathema is directed against the cotton 
sliirt, and now that it is somewhat the 
style to wear a woolen shirt in summer for 
undress comfort, there is plenty of evidence 
that the woolen garment is preferred to the 
cotton. A correspondent writes: “ For 
over twenty years I have worn the ordi­ 
nary loose flannel shirts for comfort and 
for health ; liner, dicky, collar and cuffs 
for weak-minded concession to appear­ 
ances, and never an undershirt. Same in 
winter as in summer. 
Results: Never a 
serious cold or illness, and ability to do a 
ten-mile average walk daily all the year 
round.” 
The protest against cotton cloth­ 
ing for men has taken scientific form in 
the hands of Dr. Jaeger, and a consider­ 
able revolution has set in toward woolen 
clothing in placeof it.—Good Housekeeping. 


Im p orted A n im als. 
_ Importing an animal does not necessa­ 
rily signify that it is a good one. Other 
countries have poor stock as well as this. 
But it is true that a large majority of 
American importers pride themselves on 
the quality of the animals they import, 
and they buy only the best they can find. 
There are those, however, who buy any­ 
thing they can get, so that it is registered 
“purely bred,” and through such have 
come into the country a deal of scallywag 
stuff', some of which is sold to the ignorant 
and careless at high prices, while others 
are offered as “the best,” but at prices so 
low as to create tiie impression that legiti­ 
mate dealers are but little short of ex­ 
tortioners. 
The truth is that in late years 
the margins of profit to importers have 
lieen growing narrower, and naturally so, 
for the competition which depresses prices 
here serves to advance them on the other 
side. This is particularly true of horses, 
and we are well convinced that reliable 
importers of these animals are not demand­ 
ing greater profits than are justified by 
capital invested, the risks of the business 
and the quality of their stock. 
If an im­ 
ported animal of any kind is offered at a 
price greatly below that of well-known 
and reliable dealers, we should regard the 
party making the offer with suspicion, and 
not conclude that dealers with reputations 
to sustain were trying to reap unreason­ 
able profits.—Farm and Stock Home.

STRANGE 
SERIES OF MISHAPS. 


E xtraord in ary F a ta lity th a t F o llo w ed th e 
M em bers o f a F am ily. 
A gentleman of undisputed truthfulness 
and veracity last night gave the Derrick 
the following interesting bit of family his­ 
tory, and at his request we will not give 
the name, but the facts contained in the re­ 
cital of the following can be verified at 
this office at any time. The gentleman 
said: 
‘Of the family, besides mother and 
father, there were nine children, six boys 
and three girls. The father was a black­ 
smith by trade, a skilled workman, and 
lived au upright, consistent Christian life. 
He was passionately fond of his home and 
children, and worked hard for their inter­ 
ests. 
At the proper age all of the boys 
learned trades, as follows: George, the 
oldest boy, became a blacksmith ; Charles, 
a candy manufacturer, and latei, he learned 
the locomotive engineers’ trade ; Frank, a 
carpenter; Richard, a printer; Henry, a 
professor in a business college. 
William 
was studying chemistry when he met with 
a sudden and violent death from lockjaw, 
caused by cutting his foot while in bath­ 
ing in the river. 
You can call it a series 
of strange fatalities if you wish, or by any 
other term, and yet I dare say there’is no 
family of the same number of ours that 
has passed through an experience in any 
way similar. 
“ The father was twice confined to the 
house with severe illness, once with small- 


j o x and another time with typhoid fever 
in its most malignant form. 
“ When Deputy Sheriff’ of the county he 
was sunstruck while out on official busi­ 
ness, and fell from the sulky on to the 
horse, which caused it to run away, horri­ 
bly mutilating father, and laying him up , 
for several months. 
A year or two later 
he fell from a church steeple, where he had 
been repairing a lightning-rod, a distance 
of forty-nine feet, but from this he received 
no perceptible injuries. A few years later 
he slipped and, broke his leg while getting 
off' a passenger train, and last summer he 
died suddenly from heart complaint while 
standing on the porch at the back door 
of the house. 
“ The mother died as suddenly of the 
same complaint in 1876. Charles, the en­ 
gineer, died a violent death, almost in­ 
stantly, by being injured by the cars in 
1872. 
Iu 1869 George, the blacksmith, 
while working at his trade had his nose 
accidentally, broken by a steel hammer, 
which slipped from the handle and hit 
him in the face. 
I think it was in 1860 
or 1861 that sister Kate broke her arm 
while jumping rope. 
Frank, the carpen­ 
ter, broke his leg while skating in 1872. 
Will, the brother who died of lockjaw, 
broke liia arm in 1874, while picking 
cherries, by falling from the *ree to the 
ground. 
A few hours later, on the very- 
same day, the bandages were removed, he 
again broke the same limb by slipping and 
falling, the break being but two inches 
above the former one. 
In 1885, Henry, 
the school-teacher, while visiting friends 
in the country, had his leg broken by 
being thrown from the carriage attached 
to a runaway horse. 
In 18S6 Anna, the 
eldest of the children, slipped and feel 
down stairs, breaking her arm. 
“ While this story may seem almost 
incredible to others, it is nevertheless true, 
every word of it, and the only thing I 
can’t understand about it is, why should 
one family more than another have such 
an experience. 
You can’t answer that 
question, neither can any one else.”

W hen Chevreul, the French chemist, 
had celebrated his 100th year—a long life 
spent in study—he called himself le ’lujen, 
de? etudianU, the decn, the eldest, of the 
students. 
And more lately still, having 
passed his 102d birthday, lie said: 
“ They persist in calling me the savant 
—the wise man. 
It is false!” 
Nevertheless, M. de Chevreul may pars 
for a wise man, as wisdom goes. 
But his 
wisdom is of a modest kind. 
But the consciousness of the limitations 
of earthly knowledge ought not to discour­ 
age any young student. 
Because we can 
not know all, it does not follow that we 
may not know much, if we seek it in the 
right spirit. 
And it seems as if these im­ 
penetrable walls that we can not pass were 
really slowly moving further and further 
away, and torever enlarging the field of 
human knowledge. 
Some new thing is 
kept for every age. 
Emerson himself, one 
of the wisest of men, says: 
“ Nature, like a cautious testator, ties up 
her estate, so as not to bestow it all on one 
generation, but has a forelooking tender­ 
ness and equal regard to the next and the 
next, and the fourth and the fortieth age.” 
There are still treasures well worth the 
finding in the field of knowledge—greater 
ones, perhaps, than any that have yet been 
found. 
But the person who assumes that, 
in any direction, he knows all there is to 
know, is sure to butt his head against the 
wall.— Youth’s Comjtanion. 


How to Spilt P apir. 
“Oh, dear ! I have a picture printed on 
one side of this paper and some reading 
matter on the other, and I wanted to save 
both,” said a young lady recently, who 
was pasting scraps into a book. 
“Well, you can save both,” said her 
friend. 
“Why, how can I do that?” 
“There are two ways of splitting a piece 
of paper. One is to lay the sheet of paper 
on a piece of glass, soak it thoroughly with 
water and then press it smoothly all over 
the glass. W ith a little care the upper 
half of the sheet can be peeled off', leaving 
the under half on the glass. 
Let this dry 
and it will come off the glass easily; of 
course the glass must be perfectly clean. 
The second way is a better one, but it re­ 
quires some good practice. Paste a piece 
of cloth or strong paper on each side of the 
sheet to be split. 
When it has thoroughly 
dried pull the two pieces of cloth apart 
suddenly and violently. The paste can 
then be softened with water and the two 
halves of the sheet easily taken off’ the 
cloths.”— New York Mail and Iirpress.

TWO KINDS OF RESIX.

IT CONQUERS PAIN. 


T h ose th a t W ere U sed b y th e A n cien t 
E gyp tian s. 
Among the minor incidents of recent ex­ 
plorations in Egypt is the unearthing of 
two resins which were not previously 
known to have been included in the ma­ 
teria medica of the ancient Egyptians. 
The first of these w'as found in a small jar 
that was disinterred in a perfect state from 
a heap of rubbish among the ruins of 
Naucratia, the site of a Greek colony, and 
attributed to the sixth century B. C. 
This resin, of which there was about eight 
ounces, was opaque and of a brown color 
on the surface, but underneath was partly 
of a clear golden yellow color aud partly 
of a darker tint, though still transparent. 
When chewed it softened in the mouth 
and tasted like mastic, but had also the 
peculiar flavor of Chian turpentine and 
gave off the elemi or fennel-like odor of 
that 
drug when rubbed between the 
fingers. It also resembled Chian turpen­ 
tine, but was not mastic, in solubility in 
alcohol. 
For these and other considera­ 
tions this ancient resin has been pro­ 
nounced by Mr. Holmes, the curator to the 
museum of the Pharmaceutical Sooiety, to 
be 
identical 
with 
Chian turpentine, 
alt! >ugh there does not appear to have 
bet i any previous evidence that the drug 
was known to the ancient Egyptians. The 
earliest 
extant 
mention 
of 
Chian 
turpentine is by Theophrastus, who lived 
from 370 to 285 B. C. The discovery 
of this- pot, therefore, if the identification 
be correct, carries the history of the drug 
back another two centuries. The second 
resin, which has also been reported on by 
Mr. Holmes, occurs on a mummy cloth 
found in a cemetery, in the Fayum prov­ 
ince of Lower Egypt, and supposed to date 
from the second century. 
When burnt it 
gave off'vapors of benzoic acid, with the 
vanilla odor peculiar to Siam benzoin. 
There is no direct evidence that benzoin 
was known to the ancient Egyptians, but 
lignum aloes, which is frequently men­ 
tioned together with it in later records, 
was known to the Jews in the time of Sol­ 
omon, and it may be that benzoin is iden­ 
tical with an Indian frankincen«e men­ 
tioned by Diosoorides. 
But Mr. Holmes 
seems to favor the identification of benzoin 
with the onyx or onycha of the ancients, 
partly on account of the resemblance of 
the tint and opacity of the white tears of 
benzoin to the human finger nail. 
At any 
rate, in Ecclesiasticus, wisdom is compared 
to the “pleasant odor yielded by galbanum, 
onyx and sweet storax,” but i; is quite cer­ 
tain that the opérenla of certain shell-fish, 
with which onycha has generally been 
identified, cannot be said either to possess 
a sweet odor, or to eive off fragrance while 
burning.—British Medical Journal.

Mr. Coombs, in his argument, 
completely turned the authorities relied upon 
by the contestant in favor of Sprague, showing, 
in an elaborate and conclusive manuer, that the 
law was in favor of admitting the right of vet­ 
erans to vote.
